The  platform  generalities  of  this  year’s 
ASBYU  offices’  candidates  have  been 
mentioned  as  potentially  self-defeating  by 
ASBYU  President  Bill  Fillmore. 

“I  see  a  lot  of  good  men  mnning  but  I 
also  see  a  lot  of  blurring  together  by  the 
mutuality  of  their  ideas,”  he  said.  “There 
are  too  many  generalities.  I  hope  that 
they  become  more  specific  in  their 
campaign  material  and  rhetoric.” 

He  expressed  the  hope  that  students 
would  take  the  initiative  to  ask  “specific 
and  incisive  questions  to  find  out  what 
the  candidates  actually  represent.” 

Fillmore  listed  such  promises  as 
“meeting  the  needs  of  the  students”  and 
“expanding  the  correlation  program”  as 
common  campaign  platitudes  not 
clarified  by  the  candidates. 

“My  belief  is  that  the  more  specific  a 
candidate  is  in  expressing  his  ideas  and 
concerns  the  more  likely  he  is  to  convince 
the  voters  that  he  is  the  right  man.” 

The  primaries  are  scheduled  for 
Tuesday  and  Wednesday  from  8  a.m.  to  6 
p.m.  in  the  Reception  Center,  ELWC.

j  The  current  rumor  stemmed  from  two 
^indents  involving  BYU  coeds  during  the 
mths  of  December  and  January, 
fn  December  one  coed  was  allegedly 
proached,  molested  and  her  attacke: 
<ed  to  strangle  her,  but  she  freed  herself 
d  ran  away.  According  to  her  father, 
;  investigating  officer,  arriving  to  report 
the  incident,  said  “this  is  number  25.” 
e  statement  triggered  an  assumption 
at  the  officer  spoke  of  incidents  of 
trial  rape  and  the  rumor  spread.

Provo  is  without  its  problems.  According 
to  Lt.  Forshee  there  have  been  cases 
reported  recently  of  “peeping  Toms,” 
trespassers  and  exhibitionists. 

He  outlined  many  things  a  woman  can 
do  to  prevent  her  from  being  harmed.  “1) 
Do  not  walk  alone  at  night  whether  it  be 
from  MIA,  Sacrament  Meeting  or 
anywhere.  Make  arrangements  to  be 
escorted  home.  2)  Make  sure  your  route 
home  does  not  follow  dark  or  remote 
areas.  3)  If  you  are  aware  of  someone 
following  you  or  waiting  for  you,  cross 
the  street,  even  if  you  have  to  do  it  more 
than  once.  If  you  are  sure  someone  is 
following  you,  run  to  the  nearest  lighted 


house  and  pound  on  the  door.  4)  If 
someone  jumps  out  at  you  scream 
‘bloody  murder.’  ” 

He  went  on  to  say  that  women  have  a 
built-in  weapon,  that  being  the  heel  of 
their  shoes.  “Take  it  off  and  club  him.” 

To  prevent  ‘peeping  Toms’  Forshee 
suggests  that  all  drapes  are  closed  before 
preparing  for  the  evening.  “Establish  a 
code  with  your  roommates  so  that  if  you 
should  notice  a  ‘peeping  Tom’  you  can 
call  out  the  code  and  a  roommate  can  call 
the  police.  Try  not  to  be  nervous  and  go 
about  your  business  until  the  police 
arrive.” 


There  are  several  differences  between 
this  year’s  elections  and  those  of  past 
years.  Voting  will  take  place  only  in  the 
Wilkinson  Center  because  of  the  poor 
turnout  at  other  election  sites  in  the  past, 
according  to  Rick  Huchel,  ASBYU 
Elections  chairman. 

The  election  rules  themselves  have  been 
written  into  the  ASBYU  constitution 
by-laws  Specifically  prohibited  is 
campaigning  on  Sundays,  Monday 
evenings  after  7  p.m.  and  Tuesday 
evenings  at  MIA. 

Huchel  said  the  newly-elected  officers 
will  be  required  to  attend  school  during 
spring  term.  They  will  hold  their 
positions  for  the  entire  year,  beginning 
spring  term  and  continuing  until  the  end 
of  winter  semester,  1974. 

AS  IN  past  years,  candidates  are 
restricted  to  one  on-campus  poster  placed 
in  the  Wilkinson  Center. 

The  ASBYU  Elections  Committee 
determines  the  eligibility  of  each 
candidate. 

According  to  Huchel,  “The  chief  rule  is 
the  BYU  Code  of  Honor.  We  are  not  in 
the  position  of  searching  out  violations.  If 
these  are  found  they  are  to  be  reported  to 
us.  The  ASBYU  Attorney  General’s  office 
is  responsible  for  investigating  and 
prosecuting  alleged  violations.” 

The  committee  assumes  that  the 
candidates  are  being  honest  in  stating 
their  qualifications  and  platforms,  said 
Huchel.  Complaints  must  be  registered 
with  the  committee  before  any  action  is 
taken. 

Huchel  said  he  “has  heard  rumors  but 
there  have  been  no  official  charges  filed.” 

All  Honor  Code  violations  are  referred 
to  the  Dean  of  Student  Life.  Huchel 
added  that  a  flagrant  violation  can  mean 
disqualification  with  the  individual 
referred  to  the  Dean’s  office.  There  has 
never  been  an  instance  of  this,  he 
concluded.

Responsibility  for  putting  into 
perspective  all  ideas  and 
suggestions  for  the  proposed 
multi-million  dollar  library 
addition  was  officially  placed 
upon  the  Library  Planning 
Committee  yesterday  as  it  met  to 
begin  planning  for  the  new  library 
addition. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr. 
Bruce  B.  Clark,  recently-appoint¬ 
ed  chairman,  who  is  dean  of  the 
College  of  Humanities,  the 
committee  was  briefed  on  their 
responsibilities  by  Sam  Brewster, 
director  of  Physical  Plant,  and 
committee  vice-president. 

Brewster  told  the  committee  it 
was  up  to  them  to  see  the 
addition  “is  as  modern  as 
tomorrow.” 

According  to  Brewster,  a  ceiling 
has  been  placed  on  the  new 
addition  in  terms  of  what  the 
Board  of  Trustees  will  allow  the 
University  to  spend  on  the 

building.  With  rising  cost  of 

construction  work  and  building 
materials,  keeping  the  cost  of  the 
addition  in  line  with  the  set 

ceiling  will  be  of  major  concern  to 
the  Planning  Committee. 

The  addition  will  more  than 
double  the  existing  library 
facility,  adding  between  250,000 
and  275,000  gross  sq.  ft.  to  the 
library. 

The  JRCL  was  built  with 
expansion  in  mind.  As  the 

University  grew  and  the  present 
library  replaced  study  area  with 
needed  services  and  book  shelves,

expansion  became  inevitable. 
Now,  according  to  Dr.  Clark,  the 
committee  has  the  opportunity  of 
providing  for  the  future  at 
Brigham  Young  University,  in 
terms  of  potential  academic 
growth.

*  ccording  to  spokesmen  for  both 
he  Provo  City  Police  Department 
nd  BYU  Security. 

“We  have  a  very  minimum 
J  lumber  of  calls  about  noisy 
eighbors  during  the  year, 
fowever,  in  the  spring  when  the 
|yeather  gets  better  and  the 
itudents  start  keeping  their 
/indows  open  and  playing  their 
fereos  louder  we  start  getting 
nore  calls,”  said  Lt.  Robert 
Celshaw  from  the  BYU  Security. 
‘  “If  the  students  play  very  loud 
nusic  on  campus  and  disturb  the 
tthers  it  is  the  responsibility  of 
he  manager  of  the  housing 
i  omplex  to  talk  to  the  students,” 
e  said . 

I  BYU  SECURITY  only  takes 
omplaints  for  disturbances  on 
ampus  while  complaints  off 
ampus  are  handled  by  the  Provo 
City  Police.  Both  take  calls  at  any 
our. 

Off  campus,  the  Provo  Police  go 


to  the  scene  of  the  disturbance.  If 
the  disturber  won’t  quit,  after  this 
visit  the  neighbors  can  send  a 
letter  to  the  city  court  and  file 
suit  against  the  noise  maker. 

City  Ordinance  12.24  prohibits 
unnecessary  noise  within  city 
limits.  This  issue  includes  all  the 
annoying  noises  that  disturb 
convenient  hearing  or  otherwise 
bother  the  comfort  of  the  people. 

THE  CITY  police  get  many 
more  calls  than  BYU  Security. 
Most  of  the  callers  are  BYU 
students,  said  Officer  Lesley 
Mason. 

Mason  said  also  that  unless  the 
noise  is  extreme  people  should 
not  contact  the  police  department 
but  rather  go  over  themselves  and 
ask  the  noise  makers  to  stop  it. 

If  this  doesn’t  work,  the  city 
police  will  send  an  officer  to  the 
scene.  If  the  noise  doesn’t  stop,  it 
is  the  people’s  responsibility  to 
sign  a  complaint  and  send  it  to 
city  court. 

“A  person  who  files  the 
complaint  has  to  go  in  front  of 


the  judge  and  swear  that  it  is 
true,”  officer  Mason  said. 

THE  PERSON  the  complaint 
has  been  filed  against  is  requested 
to  appear  in  court  within  five  days 
after  receiving  a  letter  from  the 
court. 

“If  a  person  pleads  guilty,  he 
will  be  fined  $25.  The  fine  is  the 
same  no  matter  when  the 
disturbance  takes  place,”  Officer 
Mason  continued. 

If  a  person  pleads  innocent,  he 
must  appear  in  court  and  face  the 
^person  who  has  filed  the 
complaint  in  the  case.  If  found 
guilty,  the  fine  is  still  $25. 

Q.  I’m  retired  and  eligible  to 
receive  the  retirement  income 
credit.

How  close  is  too  close  for 
comfort  when  two  persons  meet? 

Dr.  Darhl  M.  Pedersen,  BYU 
psychologist,  says  it  depends  on 
the  sex  of  the  individuals,  their 
ages,  backgrounds,  personalities, 
social  status,  relationship  with 
each  other,  and  place  of  meeting. 

It’s  all  part  of  research  dealing 
with  personal  space  requirements 
of  human  beings.  Dr.  Pedersen 
will  discuss  the  latest 
developments  in  the  new  science 
at  the  37th  Annual  Sigma  Xi 
lecture  Thursday,  March  8  at  7:30 
p.m.  in  the  ELWC  Sky  room. 

The  title  of  his  address  is, 
“Exploration  of  Personal  Space.” 
The  lecture  and  banquet  are 
sponsored  by  the  BYU  Chapter  of 
the  Society  of  Sigma  Xi,  a 
national  honorary  society  devoted 
to  the  promotion  of  excellence  in 
research. 


“I’ve  found  that  individuals 
who  require  less  personal  space 
tend  to  less  aggressive,  are  more 
tolerant  of  ambiguity,  are  more 
self  accepting  and  are  from 
southern  European  extraction,” 
he  said. 


“If  a  person  is  secure,  he  is 
more  willing  to  get  closer  to 
others,”  he  added. 


Situational  variables  also  have 
an  effect  on  personal  space 
requirements,  Dr.  Pedersen  noted. 
People  are  willing  to  be  closer  at 
an  informal  gathering  than  they 
are  in  a  business  meeting.  They 
are  willing  to  be  closer  to  others 
who  are  the  same  or  lower  in 
social  status.

the  angle  of  approach  and  the  sex 
of  the  subjects. 

“IN  THE  TESTS,  subjects  of 
both  sexes  permitted  females  to 
approach  more  closely  than 
males,”  he  stated.  “Females 
tended  to  permit  others  to 
approach  closer  at  the  sides  than 
at  the  front  while  males,  allowed 
others  to  approach  closer  at  the 
front.” 

One  of  Dr.  Pedersen’s  projects 
for  NASA  was  to  find  out  if 


“PERSONAL  SPACE  refers  to 
the  area  immediately  surrounding 
a  person  which  he  regards  as  his 
own  and  which  he  does  not 
normally  like  other  people  to 
penetrate,”  Dr.  Pedersen 
explained . 

The  BYU  psychologist  became 
interested  in  this  field  of  study 
three  years  ago  when  he  received  a 
senior  postdoctoral  grant  to  do 
research  for  the  National 
Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  on  the  personal 
space  needs  of  astronauts  living  in 
the  cramped  quarters  of  a 
spacecraft. 

When  an  individual’s  personal 
space  is  encroached  upon  such  as 
when  another  person  stands  too 
close  to  carry  on  a  conversation  or 
when  people  are  crammed 
together  on  a  bus  or  in  a  subway, 
the  individual  becomes 
uncomfortable,  his  galvanic  skin 
response  goes  up  and  he  seeks  to 
remove  himself  from  the 
situation,  Dr.  Pedersen  said. 


According  to  Dr.  Pedersen, 
people  living  in  modern  cultures 
are  tending  to  increase  their 
personal  space  needs.  Technology, 
impersonality,  using  numbers  to 
identify  human  beings  and 
mobility  are  a  few  of  the  factors 
which  cause  people  to  lose  touch, 
to  become  more  impersonal,  to 
insulate  themselves  from  others.

IF  THE  individual  cannot  move 
away,  he  may  use  an 
environmental  prop  to  block  out 
the  crowding.  This  is  common  in 
public  transportation  where 
people  often  sit  holding 
newspapers  in  front  of  their  faces 
to  shield  them  from  others. 

People  from  different  cultural 
backgrounds  have  different  space 
needs,  the  psychologist  said. 
South  Americans  and  people  from 
southern  Europe  and 
Mediterranean  countries  tend  to 
need  less  space  than  North 
Americans  and  northern 
Europeans. 

Dr.  Pedersen  has  developed 
several  nationally  recognized  tests 
to  determine  personal  space 
requirements  of  different 
individuals.  He  has  found  that 
strangers  usually  don’t  like  to  get 
any  closer  than  14  to  17  inches 
from  each  other,  depending  on

contracts  that  require  you  to  buy  raw  materials  where  the  company 
buys  back  the  completed  product  are  suspect.  He  said  they  are 
generally  gimmicks  to  get  you  to  buy  the  product.  Check  with  an 
attorney  or  the  Ombudsman  if  you  have  any  questions.  Concerning 
the  chain  letter,  he  said  that  whether  or  not  it  goes  through  the 
mail,  it  is  illegal.

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NCAA  must  explain  decision

While  many  reports  charge  that  the  Western  Athletic  Conference  was 
spineless  in  acquiescing  to  NCAA  demands  that  BYU  be  ineligible  to 
play  in  post-season  tournaments,  the  facts  bring  out  quite  a  different 
story. 

NCAA  officials  said  that  after  the  WAC  had  its  automatic  berth 
acknowledged  in  August  of  1972,  they  had  no  idea  until  mid-January 
that  BYU  might  be  playing  with  an  ineligible  player. 

“It  just  didn’t  click  with  anyone  around  here  that  BYU  was  using  an 
ineligible  player,”  said  Tom  Jemstedt,  NCAA  Events  Director. 

“That’s  a  good  question,”  said  Tom  Scott,  NCAA  Tourney 
Committee  Director,  when  asked  why  the  matter  had  not  come  up 
before  the  season  started. 

Although  the  NCAA  maintains  it  is  not  its  responsibility  to  check 
with  every  conference  in  the  country  to  see  that  eligibility  rules  are 
enforced,  Kansas  City  could  not  have  been  unaware  of  the  Cosic 
situation. 

“We  acted  in  good  faith,”  said  conference  commissioner  Stan  Bates, 
indicating  the  WAC  had  thought  that  if  Cosic  sat  out  the  playoffs,  BYU 
could  still  participate  without  him,  for  such  had  been  the  past  policy  of 
the  NCAA. 

Yet,  at  least  since  January  of  1972,  NCAA  Basketball  Post-season 
Tournament  officials  have  been  aware  of  the  discrepancy  between  the 
WAC  and  NCAA  eligibility  rules  when  they  requested  the  WAC  to 
conform  to  national  policy.  When  the  WAC  did  so,  it  felt  that  BYU 
would  have  no  difficulty  in  playing  post-season  basketball  (without 
Cosic)  if  it  should  win  the  loop  championship. 

The  problem  that  confronted  the  WAC  President’s  Council  was  the 
NCAA’s  departure  from  past  practices  when  it  ruled  that  if  a  team  had 
an  ineligible  player,  the  whole  team  would  be  barred  from  tournament 


play.  In  the  past,  the  NCAA  had  not  penalized  entire  teams,  only 
requiring  that  they  play  without  the  offending  player. 

The  difficulty  was  further  complicated  by  the  NCAA’s  ultimatum 
that  under  no  circumstances  was  BYU  to  play  post-season  tournaments. 

It  told  the  WAC  that  unless  it  accepted  the  NCAA  ruling,  the  entire 
conference  would  lose  its  automatic  berth  to  the  playoffs  and  further 
made  it  clear  that  BYU  would  not  be  allowed  competition  even  as  an 
at-large  team. 

The  WAC  did  everything  in  its  power,  however,  to  protect  BYU’s 
interests.  It  was  on  BYU’s  recommendation  to  save  the  WAC’s 
automatic  qualification  that  the  conference  accepted  the  ruling.  Even 
so,  the  WAC  has  asked  the  NCAA  Executive  Committee  for  a  full 
investigation  into  the  matter. 

The  problem,  then,  rests  with  the  NCAA’s  mid-season  decision  to 
reverse  the  long-standing  policy  of  not  penalizing  a  team  because  of  an 
individual.  Events  director  Jemstedt  could  only  offer  a  “no  comment” 
to  the  Daily  Universe  when  questioned  repeatedly  on  the  mechanics 
and  reasons  behind  the  NCAA  decision.  ;  Ji¬ 

lt  is  difficult  to  believe  the  NCAA  had  no  prior  knowledge  of  Cosic’s 
ineligible  play.  But  if  the,  matter  is  the  result  of  a  slip-up,  the.  NCAA 
should  come  out  with  a  formal  statement  admitting  its  error  and 
explaining  how  the  Cosic  case  differs  from  the  many  similar  situations 
where  entire  teams  were  not  barred  from  competition. 

Otherwise,  the  BYU  community  and  the  WAC  can  only  assume  that 
someone  in  the  NCAA  hierarchy  was  “out  to  get”  the  Cougars  in 
applying  such  sudden  action,  giving  BYU  very  little  time  either  to 
conduct  an  independent  investigation  of  other  schools’  eligibility  cases 
or  to  appeal  the  decision  to  the  NCAA. 

NCAA  officials  deny  any  prejudice  against  BYU,  but  the  burden  rests 
with  them  to  prove  their  fairness  in  the  face  of  their  action.

The  standard  irks 

At  times,  it  seems  there  is  nothing  more  crucial  at  this  University 
than  to  haggle  over  dress  standards. 

Instead  of  devoting  our  thoughts  to  the  academic  issues  or  to 
problems  of  monumental  import,  we  squander  our  time  in  a  senseless 
dispute  over  the  length  of  a  person’s  hair  or  in  defining  the  exact  point 
at  which  a  policy  deviates  from  divine  guidance  and  becomes  the 
opinions  of  men. 

The  length  of  hair  is  not  a  moral  issue,  nor  is  it  a  sin  to  wear  hair  that 
is  not  in  accordance  with  BYU  standards.  Yet,  once  a  person  has 
committed  himself  to  living  the  standards,  then  it  does  become  a  moral 
issue. 

Grooming  standards  are  definitely  a  policy  of  this  university  that  all 
students  are  committed  to  live  just  as  faithfully  as  they  do  the  Word  of 
Wisdom. 

It  does  not  matter  that  we  do  not  agree  with  the  standards  per  se,  but 
we  have  committed  our  honor  to  the  obeying  of  those  standards  while 
we  are  here  at  BYU.  Publicly  complaining  about  the  unfairness  of  such 
policies  is  immature  and  can  have  no  beneficial  effect.  The  power  of 
changing  such  policies  does  not  rest  with  the  Daily  Universe ,  nor  should 
it. 

In  the  future,  the  Daily  Universe  will  seek  to  print  all  responsible 
letters  on  pertinent  subjects,  but  those  that  refer  to  established  policies 
that  are  not  subject  to  popular  decision  will  be  referred  to  the 
Ombudsman’s  office  or  to  the  Dean  of  Student  Life.  Proper  action  and 
consideration  can  best  be  given  such  requests  through  the  above 
approach. 

This  university  means  more  than  the  debate  over  dress  standards  and 
is  more  important  than  mode  of  dress.  Those  that  feel  that  hair  length 
should  not  be  a  judge  of  a  person’s  spiritual  or  intellectual  ability  are 
right- but  such  a  philosophy  also  means  that  short  hair  is  no  more  a 
stigma  than  is  long  hair.  Since  it  is  a  policy  to  which  each  of  us  has 
agreed,  our  honor  demands  we  comply. 

Perhaps  the  greatest  reason  to  live  these  standards  is  the  realization 
that  hair  length  (and  other  related  matters)  is  of  such  little  consequence 
that  it  does  not  merit  the  attention  and  hot  debate  given  it  at  this 
university. 

Let’s  live  the  standards  and  progress  to  more  important 
considerations.

University  in  declaring  next  week  as 
Military  Week.  Several  people  have 
expressed  their  opposition  to  Military 
Week  and  the  display  of  weapons  on 
campus  because  they  feel  this  glorifies 
war  and  militarism. 

No  one  hates  war  more  than  I.  The 
devil  is  at  the  root  of  all  wars.  But  if 
we  believe  the  prophets,  things  will  get 
worse  before  they  get  better,  and  a 
righteous,  well-trained  and 
well-equiped  military  will  be  a  must  for 
our  nation  and  our  church. 

Military  Week  does  not  glorify  war: 
instead,  it  shows  our  determination  to 
rally  round  the  standard  of  liberty  and 
defend  “our  God,  our  religion,  and 
freedom,  and  our  peace,  our  wives,  and 
our  children.”  (Alma  46:12) 

Opposition  to  the  display  of  the 
weapons  used  in  war  is  based  on  the 
idea  that  the  weapons  of  war  are  evil. 
Men  kill  men,  weapons  do  not.  A 
display  of  weapons  is  a  display  of 
military  preparedness  to  defend,  not  a 
demonstration  in  favor  of  evil,  nor  of 
war  and  its  terrible  consequences. 

If  we  wish  to  end  war,  we  must  find 
and  destroy  the  causes  of  war,  not  ban 
the  instruments  of  war.  As  long  as 
there  are  evil  men,  they  will  use  armies 
and  weapons  to  get  gain  and  power. 
Yes,  the  money  and  effort  spent  for 
weapons  and  defense  could  be  used  for 
socially  beneficial  programs.  But  when 
the  evil  men  come  with  their  militaries, 
we  won’t  be  able  to  fight  them  with 
education,  welfare  or  civil  rights.  Gone 
are  the  days  when  a  man  could  beat  his 
plowshare  into  a  sword,  or  vice  versa, 
in  several  hours  and  be  ready  for  war 
or  peace. 

If  all  BYU  students  were  forced  into 
ROTC,  if  next  week  we  all  paraded 
through  downtown  Provo  and  attended 
a  huge  rally  in  the  Marriott  Center  and 
cheered  as  a  general  screamed  about 
the  glories  of  war,  then  I  would  be 
alarmed.  However,  next  week  will  be  a 
modest  display  of  the  military 
programs  on  campus.  I  suggest  that  if  it 
is  offensive  to  you  that  you  not  attend., 
You  are  free  not  to.  Let’s  keep  it  that 
way.

‘Mini-mall’  eyes  opening

A  “student  oriented”  shopping  mall  on  Center 
Street  in  Provo,  will  open  during  the  second  week  of 
April. 

The  ground  level  of  the  Continental  Plaza  consists 
of  approximately  20,000  square  feet  of  floor  space.  A 
corridor  runs  through  the  building  and  15  individual 
shops  are  located  along  the  corridor. 

There  are  also  plans,  according  to  mall  manager 
Don  Gurney,  for  the  future  development  of  the 
second  and  third  floors  of  the  building  which  contain 
10,000  square  feet  each. 

“These  plans  have  to  be  worked  out  with  the  city 
because  the  two  floors  don’t  have  adequate  fire 
escape  facilities,”  he  continued.  “However,  we  are 
working  with  these  problems.” 

The  additional  floors  should  be  completed  by  the 
end  of  next  year,  he  said. 

Some  of  the  stores  have  already  opened.  These 
include  Fireplaces  Inc.,  Jewelart,  Past-time  Boutique 
and  Peggy’s  Wig  Shoppe. 

The  other  stores  opening  in  the  near  future  are 
Norma’s  China  Closet,  The  Fabric  Mill,  Chez 


Marquise  Diamond  Salon,  Health  Foods  Store  and 
Coffee  Shop. 

According  to  Gurney  the  “mini-mall”  is  “student 
oriented.”  All  but  one  store  include  merchandise 
which  aim  toward  student  use. 

“We  will  also  provide  free  off-street  parking  behind 
the  building  and  away  from  Center  Street  hazards,” 
he  said. 

Two  of  the  shops  are  “do-it-yourself”  stores,  where 
a  person  can  buy  the  material  and  make  the  finished 
product  himself.

Mr.  Wilford 
Goodwill,  who  also  owns  the  Four  Winds  restaurant, 
decided  to  buy  the  building  and  fix  it  so  it  would 
upgrade  downtown  Provo. 

“He  got  the  mini-mall  idea  when  he  visited  San 
Francisco  and  saw  an  old  building  containing  a  lot  of 
small  stores,”  Gurney  said. 

The  rent  of  the  mini-mall  per  square  foot  is  about 
50  per  cent  that  of  the  University  Mall  in  Orem. 
‘This  helps  the  merchants  in  keeping  the  prices 
down,”  he  added.

1 Night  court,  convenience 
not  necessity  for  Provo 

A  trend  in  rhany  cities  toward

The  business  information 
service  provides  students  access  to 
information  regarding  the 
credibility  of  well  over  200 
businesses,  many  of  them  local 
said  Mack. 

“A  CARD  is  kept  on  each 
business  we  have  dealt  with  in  any 
way.  When  a  student  calls  in  we 
can  tell  him  what  problems  other 
students  have  had  with  them  in 
the  past,”  explained  Mack. 

The  last  service  of  Mack’s 


Daily  Universe 

office,  consumer  advice,  gives 
students  helpful  tips  on  how  to 
conduct  consumer  affairs. 

Presently  handouts  are  being 
prepared  which  will  help  students 
with  such  diverse  topics  as  buying 
insurance,  loans  and  borrowing, 
dealing  with  salesmen,  apartment 
contracts,  rents  and  deposits  and 
how  to  buy  a  used  car. 

John  Cummock,  heads  up  the 
Student  Legal  Assistance  Division. 
He  has  six  investigators  under  his 
direction.  . 

‘  ‘We  handle  everything  from 
attempted  kidnappings,  assault 
and  battery,  pots  and  pan 
salesmen  to  housing  contract 
problems,”  said  Cummock. 


“ON  A  ROUTINE  case  we  first 
call  the  student  to  make  sure  we 
have  the  facts  straight,  then  we 
call  the  other  party  involved  to 
get  their  side  of  the  story . 

“We  then  confront  the  student 
with  what  has  been  said  by  the 
other  party.  Here  60  per  cent  of 
all  our  cases  are  solved.  The  other 
40  per  cent  are  either  settled  by 
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lawyers  or  by  more  mediation,” 
remarked  Cummock. 

“We  are  now  offering  a  new 
service  as  part  of  our  division,” 
said  Cummock.  Richard  Maxfield, 
a  practicing  attorney  comes  to 
campus  each  week  to  give  free 
legal  advice  to  students.  This  takes 
place  each  Wednesday  between  2 
and  4  p.m. 

The  program  has  been  in  effect 
for  four  weeks  and  has  handled  80 
students  so  far.  The  same  service 
would  cost  students  $25  if  they 
were  to  go  downtown,  explained 
Cummock. 

Maxfield  commented  on  the 
program,  “Most  of  the  questions 
are  valid.  I  feel  like  I  have  helped 
students  .  with  their  legal 
problems.” 

“I  think  we  need  more  of  this 
type  of  thing  in  the  country  for 
middle  income  people.  People  lose 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars 
because  they  feel  it  would  cost 
too  much  to  get  a  lawyer,”  said 
Maxfield.

The  natural  feel  of  wood 


Q.  I  have  recently  taken  up  wood  finishing  and  find  it  a  fascinating 
hobby.  There  are  lots  of  things  that  puzzle  me  yet,  but  the  one  I  want 
to  ask  about  now  is  the  kind  of  oil  to  use  with  pumice.  All  the 
instructions  I  have  seen  call  for  the  use  of  oil  when  rubbing  down  a 
surface  with  pumice,  but  I  do  not  know  what  type  of  oil.  Can  you  help 
me? 


A.  After  you  have  been  finishing  wood  for  a  period  of  time,  you 
will  discover  that  all  wood  finishers  have  pet  methods  they  swear  by.  In 
the  area  of  the  oil  to  be  used  with  pumice,  there  is  much  disagreement. 
Some  of  the  types  which  have  their  supporters  are  crude  oil,  household 
oil  such  as  is  used  for  sewing  machines,  paraffin  oil  and  mineral  oil.  And 
there  is  one  school  of  thought  which  maintains  that  water  is  a  better 
lubricant  for  a  pumice  rub  than  oil.  My  suggestion  is  that  you  do  a  little 
experimenting  until  you  decide  on  your  own  favorite.

In  a  month  Provo  will  be  far 
behind  the  homeward  bound 
student,  but  in  the  meantime  he 
has  belongings  to  ship  or  store, 
utility  companies  to  contact  and  a 
bank  account  to  close. 

Shipping  is  available  by  bus  or 
by  truck  or  through  the  mail. 

Greyhound’s  Dick  Westwood 
said  the  busline’s  rate  for  freight  is 
according  to  distance  and  weight. 
He  noted  that  belongings  should 
be  placed  in  solid  boxes  and  that 
skiis  and  other  loose  articles 
should  be  wrapped.  Rope  or  twine 
should  be  tied  around  the  boxes 
so  they  support  their  weight. 

Westwood  also  said  packages 
should  be  limited  to  2x3  feet 
square  and  not  more  than  99  lbs.

Solid  boxes  are  preferrable  to 
metal  trunks,  Westwood 
suggested.  Metal  trunks  get  beaten 
up  and  are  also  difficult  to  handle 
because  the  shipper  has  to  reach 
down  to  pick  them  up  whereas 
boxes  can  be  picked  up  by  the 
ties. 

Shipping  by  bus  must  be 
prepaid.  Greyhound  ships  to  any 
city  in  the  United  States  or 
Canada.  Packages  are  held  three 
days  at  the  destination  without 
extra  charge. 

TRUCK  FREIGHT  is  cheaper 
tfian  shipping  by  bus.  However,  a 
minimum  of  100  lbs.  is  often 


required  without  extra  charges. 

Trucking  also  provides  for 
payment  upon  arrival  at  the 
destination,  though  in  some 
situations  prepayment  is  required. 
Shipments  may  be  sent  anywhere 
through  a  system  of  interlining. 

Pick  up  and  deliver  at  residence 
is  available  but  costs  extra. 
However,  by  checking  local 
truckers  arrangements  can  be 
made  to  get  packages  close 
enough  to  the  destination  to  make 
delivery  unnecessary. 

Wanda  Scott  of  Garrett 
Freightlines  in  Provo  said  it  is 
sometimes  better  to  use  smaller 
boxes  for  shipment.  Larger  boxes 
are  often  difficult  to  handle  and 
sometimes  the  contents  may  be 
heavier  than  the  container  can

Mrs.  Mennott  warned  students 
against  leaving  the  telephones  in 
their  names,  expecting  roommates 
to  discontinue  the  service.  Many 
times  roommates  forget  and  the 
other  person  ends  up  with  the  bill. 

Students  should  leave  their  new 
addresses  with  the  telephone 
company  to  have  the  final  bills 
sent  to  them.  In  apartments  with 
several  students  money  should  be 
collected  in  anticipation  of  the 
bills. 

THE  UTILITY  companies  also 
warned  students  with  roommates 
against  leaving  accounts  in  then- 
names  to  have  someone  else  close 
them.  They  suggested  students 
leave  their  forwarding  addresses 
and  make  collections  from 
roommates' as  well. 

Closing  an  account  with  Utah 
Power  and  Light  can  be  done  by 
telephone  unless  a  deposit  was 
required.

Stan  Adams,  business  office 
supervisor  for  Mountain  Fuel,  said 
a  problem  every  year  is  students 
contacting  one  utility  and 
presuming  they  have  had  all 
utilities  discontinued.

BYU  group  explores  in  Yucatan 


CAMPECHE,  Mexico-Archaeo- 
logists  from  BYU  are  uncovering 
an  ancient  canal-reservoir  system 
on  the  Yucatan  Peninsula  which 
indicates  an  early,  pre-Mayan 
culture  had  an  advanced 
knowledge  of  engineering  and 
intensive  farming  more  than  2,000 
years  ago. 

A  network  of  some  30  canals 
and  more  than  25  man-made, 
large-scale  reservoirs  has  been 
discovered  beneath  the  jungle 
overgrowth  at  the  ruins  of  Edzria, 
about  30  miles  west  of  this  little 
city  on  the  Gulf  of  Mexico.  The 
scientists  from  Provo,  Utah,  are  in 
the  process  of  surveying,  mapping, 
excavating  and  studying  what 
promises  to  be  one  of  the  oldest 
and  most  intricate  water 
collection  systems  in  pre-Mayan 
history. 

Dr.  Ray  T.  Matheny,  associate 
professor  of  archaeology  who  is 
spending  his  sabbatical  leave 
studying  the  site,  says  the  ancient 
builders  must  have  had  some  kind 
of  engineering  know-how  to 
determine  gradients.  Their  canals 
still  drain  water  from  the  outlying 
jungle  areas  and  divert  it  in  to  a 
complex  of  reservoirs. 

“One  of  the  canals  is  12 
kilometers  long  and  50  meters 
wide,”  the  BYU  archaeologist 
adds.  “This  in  and  of  itself  was  a 
tremendous  construction 
achievement.” 

Although  the  survey  work  and 
excavations  are  still  in  their  early 
stages,  artifacts  emerging  from 
pits  and  surface  collections  date 
construction  of  the  hydraulic 
works  sometime  between  400  BC 
and  100  AD,  during  what 
archaeologists  call  the  “Late 
Pre-Classic  Period.” 


ACCORDING  TO  Dr.  Matheny, 
the  findings  at  Edzria  will  provide 
archaeology  with  new  chapters  in 
a  developing  civilization  of  Meso 
America.  “The  site  is  unique 
because  of  its  agricultural 
significance,”  he  adds.  “The  deep, 
rich  soils— which  are  rare  on  the 
Yucatan  Peninsula  — and  the 
possible  use  of  canals  for  pottery 
watering  suggest  intensive 
agricultural  practices  not  known 
among  the  Mayan  peoples  today.” 


Watering  crops  with 
supplemental  moisture  is  a 
departure  from  the  well-known 
“milpa”  or  “slash  and  bum” 
primitive  system  of  land  use 
presently  employed  by  the  Mayan 
Indians.  Under  this  system,  trees 
and  jungle  growth  are  burned 
from  suitable  land.  After  the  first 
rain,  holes  are  drilled  in  the  soft 
soil  with  a  sharp  stick  and  seeds 
plairted.  At  the  end  of  the  first  or 
second  season,  the  land  is 
abandoned  and  a  new  clearing  in 
the  jungle  burned  for  the  next 
crop. 

Archaeologists  have  theorized 
that  such  slash  and  burn  methods 
eventually  depleted  the  land  and 
led  to  a  decline  of  the  Mayan 
civilization  some,  time  around  900 
AD.  Dr.  Matheny  and  his 
colleagues  hope  to  uncover  new 
facts  about  the  Pre-Classic 
agriculture  at  Edzria  which  may 
shed  additional  light  on  the 
development  and  decline  of  their 
civilization.

They  also 
gave  wide  berth  to  a  prevalent 
species  of  diamondback 
rattlesnake  measuring  up  to  six 
feet  in  length. 


“THE  BITE  of  the  ant  is  worse 
than  a  wasp  and  is  very  painful  for 
about  two  hours,”  says  graduate 
student  F.  Richard  Hauck.  who 
recently  returned  to  the  BYU 
campus  from  Edzna  to  finish 
work  on  a  master’s  degree. 
“No  one  was  bitten  by  the  snakes, 
but  with  fangs  at  least  an  inch 
long,  their  bite  could  be  fatal.” 

In  preliminary  surveys,  the  BYU 
archaeologists  found  evidence  of  a 
large  Pre-Classic  population  in 
Edzna  Valley,  as  well  as  ruins  of 
the  later  Mayan  Classic  Period. 
Hauck  believes  the  concentration 
of  people  “is  the  closest  thing  to 
an  urban  center  yet  found  in  this 
culture  on  the  Yucatan 
Peninsula.” 

The  canals  radiate  out-“like 
the  spokes  on  a  wheel”-from  a 
large  Mayan  Pyramid  known  as 
Cinco  Pisos.  This  archaeological 
wonder  was  originally  discovered 
in  1927  by  Mexican  scientists,  but 
it  has  since  been  restored  by  the 
government  as  a  tourist  attraction. 

In  1971,  Dr.  Matheny  outfitted, 
an  expedition  to  the  site, 
primarily  to  take  low-level  aerial 
photographs  of  the  canal 


structures.  His  early  survey  proved 
that  the  canals  were  indeed 
man-made,'  including  a  mysterious 
moat  250-feet  wide  and  five  to  six 
feet  deep.  Subsequent  work  has 
shown  that  a  large  elevated 
causeway  leads  from  the  pyramid 
to  a  30-foot-high  mound 
surrounded  by  the  moat.  The 
BYU  scientists  have  yet  to 
discover  the  purpose  of  this 
mound,  moat  and  causeway.  At 
first  they  thought  it  was  a 
fortress,  but  now  speculate  that  it 
may  have  been  a  ceremonial  area. 
From  the  top  of  the  mound,  says 
Dr.  Matheny;  one  has  an 
unobstructed  view  .of  the 
surrounding  landscape. 

The  pyramid,  or  “palace”  as  the 
BYU  archaeologists  call  it,  dates 
back  between  700  and  900  AD, 
during  the  peak  of  the  Late 
Classic  Period.  But  the  researchers 
believe  an  older  “platform”  from 
the  earlier  culture  once  stood  on 
the  same  spot,  and  present  Cinco 
Pisos  was  built  on  top  of  it.

their  crops  of  maize,  squash, 
beans,  calabash,  chile  peppers, 
varieties  of  sweet  potatoes, 
papayas,  tomatoes  and,  with  the 
added  moisture,  possibly  cocoa, 
coconuts  and  bananas. 

The  canals  also  provided 
drainage  for  the  water-logged  clay 
soils  in  the  areas,  further 
enhancing  the  agricultural 
potential  of  the  valley.  Such  soils 
without  drainage  are  too  wef  in 
the  rainy  seasons  and  bake  to  an 
un tillable  hard-pan  during  dry' 
spells,  Hauck  adds.  Use  of 
supplemental  water,  however, 
would  have  allowed  the  people  to 
grow  crops  year  around, 
permitting  them  to  remain  more 
stationary  than  would  have  been 
possible  under  the  “slash  and 
burn”  method  which  forces 
movement  to  new  farm  plots  in 
the  jungle  every  year. 

A  number  of  charcoal  samples 
have  been  found  beneath  the 
floors  of  the  excavated  ruins,  Dr. 
Matheny  says,  which  will  allow 
accurate  carbon-dating  of  the 
various  levels  of  Occupation.  In 
addition,  tens  of  thousands  of 
pieces  of  pottery  have  been 
found,  as  well  as  grinding  stones, 
cutting  blades,  jade  beads,  a 
beautifully-carved  human  femur, 
and  a  variety  of  other  artifacts.

HAUCK  SAYS  the  ancient 
inhabitants  probably  used  the 
canal  and  reservoir  system  to 
provide  drinking  water  and 
moisture  for  their  crops  during 
the  dry  season  when  rainfall  was 
inadequate  to  support  crops  even 
in  the  jungle  environment.  The 
P  re -Classic  farmers  made  large 
earthen  jars  to  hand-carry  water

in  the  reactor,  Dr.  Coates  said. 
The  remaining  char  can  serve  as 
the  heating  fuel  for  the  reactor  or 
be  used  in  industry  as  a  low-sulfur 
boiler  fuel  or  possibly  as  a 
substitute  for  metallurgical  coke, 
the  professor  explained.  Part  of 
the  product  gases  can  also  be 
recycled  as  fuel  for  the  reactor. 

Dr.  Coates  said  the  small 
experimental  reactor  at  BYU  can 
process  up  to  five  pounds  of  coal 
per  hour.  A  larger  pilot  reactor 
capable  of  handling  up  to  100 
times  that  amount  is  under 
consideration. 

“It  looks  like  our  process  has 
the  potential  for  making  products 
that  can’t  be  produced  by  the 
high  pressure  processes  which  are 
being  developed,”  Dr.  Coates  said. 

BYU  researchers  have 
experimented  mostly  with  a  high 
volatile  B  Utah  coal  but  they  feel 
the  reactor  can  handle  other  coal 
types  ftpm  throughout  the  world. 


The  highly  efficient  process 
retains  up  to  90  per  cent  of  the 
fuel  value  of  the  coal  and  has 
great  potential  for  commercial
